I wanted to tbank you again for 
your help and documents and I hope that I can take you out to lunch or dinner when I am 
through Washington again. When we spoke a couple of weeks ago I hope I put my best 
foot forward regarding my position on Ae King case. 

At the end of his life James Earl Ray called me his friend, and I considered him to be 
mine. I felt very sad for James and kept in touch with him via letters and almost daily 
calls with Mike Gabriel who was in with him constantly. I know you knew Mike 
because he told me about the call between you and James; that call helped James out of 
his “fog” and lifted his spirits. I know James was innocent of the crime of murder and I 
hope this will some day be proven. 

I met James because of my love of Dr. King, because I had to know the truth in my heart! 

I know that James couldn’t tell all because he told me so, (though not in so many words). 
This is still an unsolved case. The fact that this great man’s death is an unsolved murder, 
further distorted and made foolish by William Pepper disturbs me greatly. It has been 
thirty-one years since Martin King’s death, in another five or ten years it will be nearly 
impossible to find new information regarding this case. In an attempt to understand I 
have spent money I didn’t have and stayed home nights reading when fidends were trying 
to coax me out to a “normal” life. 

Since the time my eyes were opened to the truth I have just tried to be a good citizen. My 
interest isn’t financial- 1 hate the Posners and the Livingstons. I’ve never wanted to make 
money off of other people’s pain. I’m interested in Jim Green, but that will cease when 
and if his story doesn’t add up. One of the things I admire most about you is your purity 
of action. You’ve never tried to make a “killing” with sensational lies like these 
conspiracy charlatans. 

Please don’t think that I would ever try to exploit our history. Yet, it is impossible for me 
not to try to understand our secret history. To be truthful, I feel the Feds must be behind 
Dr. King’s death because their behavior after the fact is so suspect. I know that differs 
from your position and with time I might follow your line. You know much more than 
me, after all-but, you were there in ‘69 and I have to know for myself that I did all I 
could. I respect you so much and would hope that I might ask for your help in the future. 













Both you and Professor McKnight have been golden to me. You have a great friend in 
Professor McKnight, he’s a smart man who really understands the search for the truth. 

He and Mrs. McKnight have treated me with great hospitality. I’m looking at being in 
DC in a little while and hope to copy some of your stuff and sit down with you. I felt bad 
when I felt you didn’t understand my intentions, because I’ve admired your work so 
much. Perhaps I am making too much of this. 

In many ways you’ve helped drive my interests. I hope to see you soon, face to face. I 
know you needed a ride to the hospitd the last ti m e I was there and I phoned your and 
Mrs. Weisberg’s room to take you in my car, but there was no answer. 

My hopes are that you are as well as you can be and I’m forever in debt to you and at 
your service whenever I can be.
